Curiosity to the Ancients 

The remarkable {ncombustible quali- 
ties of asbestos made it a curlosity to 
the ancients. That it could be woven 
{nto fabric which thrown into fire 
burned not at all gave rise to peculiar 
uses, 

History says that in early times as- 
bestos woven into shrouds was used 
in cremation to prevent the ashes of 
the corpse from mingling with the 
wood ashes of the funeral pyre. 

Charlemagne, founder of the Holy 
Roman Empire in the 8th century, is 
said to have had an asbestos table- 
cloth, which, when soiled, was thrown 
in the fire for cleansing. 

The Eskimos of Labrador have used 
asbestos for lamp wicks; the Chinese 
centuries past exhibited handkerchiefs 
of asbestos, 

Deposits occur in many parts of the 
world. But the principal commercial 
deposits are in the Thetford-Black 
Lake District of Eastern Quebec. 

Here it occurs imbedded in a hardy, 
flinty rock, known as “serpentine 
rock.” The deposits are irregular in 
size of seam and in direction. There 
is every evidence in this period of the 
world’s making that gigantic forces 
were work in the molding of this} 
part of the earth's crust. 

Too little thought or attention has 
been paid this valuable Canadian pro- 
duct by Canadians, Comparatively 
small quantities of the asbestos fibre | 
have been converted into commercial 
articles in Canadian factories. 

The greater portion has been ex- 
ported for manufacture in other coun- 
Canada has lost the profit on 
the higher value of the finished arti- 
cle; indeed has paid that profit to 
others by buying foreign-made = as- 
bestos as their base.

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FORTNIGHTLY CROP REPORT 


Threshing throughout the province is about com- 
pleted and the threshers returns have commenced to come 
into the department. Taking these first returns as a 
whole, they are disappointing and indicate that the mod- 
erate crop estimate made a few weeks ago by the Domin- 
ion and Provincial offices was somewhat high. 

From the figures befor us, the estimate of 13 
bushels of wheat per acre has only been reached by the 
averages of the southwestern sections of the province. 
So far other sections reporting are below this figure. 

The estimate of the oat yields is also shown to be 
too high, and the threshing returns would indicate that a 
average yield of 16 bushels would be about the figure. 
The whole oat crop of Alberta will be much under that 
of the past few years. On account of drought conditions 
in some parts of the province the forepart of the summer 
and with prospects of ashort feed crop, much of the oats 
were cut for green feed. 

The first damaging frost came to the province 
about the tenth of the month. This has given Alberta 

a particularly long crop season with the result that in 
the south portion of the province, certain areas of oats 
sown late for green feed have matured and will be 
threshed. Taking advantage of continued good weather 
considerable fall plowing is being done. The root and 
vegetable crop, not so heavy as in recent years, is being 
harvested in good condition. 

One thing indicated by the threshers returns 
from all sections, is that in a season of such peculiar cli- 
matic conditions as we have had in 1922, that summer- 
fallowing and good farming has brought the best results.

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“COPYRIGHT” 


It has been said that three-fourths or nine- 
tenths or some such big preportion—the exact fig- 
ures do not matter—of the business of the world is 
done on credit. If this was not true there would 
not be much business done for no currency system 
could be \devised that would furnish enough money 
to meet the needs of commerce if every article sold 
had to be paid in actual cash. 

The gfeatest financiers need ‘credit. They 
keep thir régources employed and at times need 
ready cash, \The same thing is true at times of 
men of smaller means. The credit system, as it 
is used sometimes, especially in the smaller com- 
munities, is abused and works a serious hardship 
upon the business men of the town. Some mer- 
chants, to avoid the loss that results from such a- 
buse of the system\or possibly to enable them to 
sell goods at a lower price than their competitors, 
operate strictly on a \cash basis, but the great ma- 
jority of merchants in every community give those 
customers who are responsible and honest the priv- 
ilege of a charge account and the chances are that 
some sort of a credit system, properly safeguarded, 
will always continue to be a feature of legitimate 
trade. 

ASK CATALOGUE HOUSE FOR CREDIT 

You who have a reputation in your communi- 
ty for being at least fairly responsible and upright 
know that when you desire it or need it you can 
obtain credit from at least \some of the merchants 
in your town. But sometime when you are in 
need of some article of merchandise and are a little 
short of ready money, order what you want from a 


mail order house and ask them to please charge it 
till the first of the month. The experiment will 
be interesting, at least, and the answer that you 
will receive may cause you to give a little thought to 
the difference between trading with thh mail order 
house in some far off city and buying from the 
merchants in your own home town. 

Some mail order concerns are now operating 
a so-called credit system but it is not a credit 
system such as is maintained by most retail mer- 
chants. These mail order houses will sell certain 
medehandise on the installment plan, but they not 
only demand an intial cash payment, but repuire 
the purchaser to sign a contract which operates 
as a mortgage not only on the merchandise pur- 
chased, but upon any other property the customer 
may possess. There is nothing in this system that 
bears any similarity to the open credit syatem that is 
used by the majority of retail merchants. 

. LIST IS ‘ENDLESS 

There are a good many things the mail order 
man will not do for you. The list would be too 
long to crowd into one issue of a newspaper. He 
will not give you eredit, however much you may 
need it. He will not buy the farmers’ produce. 
He will not pay a dollar of taxes to help support 
your schools or build your roads. He will not con- 
tribute a cent to the support of your churches or 
your charitable institutions. He will not lend you 
a helping hand in time of trouble. 

The local merchants in a community will do 
everything for the people in that community that 
the mail order man will not do for them.

O NLY a few short years ago th 

noble Kootenay Columbia Valley 
was practically unknown except to its | 
few inhabitants. jut no longer will 
this great silent vale remain iw known | 
and inaccessible, for blasted out of the 
rock and hewed through the great for- | 
ests of pines there has been built a high- 
way, a great motor road, which will 
opened officially to the tourists nest] 
year.

Since 1886 the Canadian Pacific 


Railway and the Canadian Pacific 
Steamships have been making record 
after record on the Pacific and are now 
many miles in the lead of other steam- 
ship and transporation concerns oper- 
ating on the Pacific, 6 

The year 1887 saw the establishment 
of a regular trans-Pacific service, with 
three chartered steamships, the Batavia, 
the Parthia, and the Abyssinia, The 
latter’s first outbound cargo consisted 
of 40 tons of freight. Three years 
later, in July, 1890, the Canadian Pa- 
cific concluded a contract with the Brit. 
ish Government providing for a small 
subsidy of £60,000 a year, with the 
services of three twin-screw steamships 
between Vancouver, Japan, and China. 
To fulfil the terms of this contract, the 
Empress of India, the Empress of 
China, and the Empress of Japan were 
specially built. These steamers were 
of about six thousand tons each, gross 
register, and began their work in 1891, 

With the arrival of the Empress of 
Australia, the company inaugurates a 
service whereby a steamer will leave 
Vancouver every two weeks for the 
Orient.

Persian Lamb Fur 


Original Karakul Sheep Come From 
Central Asia 

The fur commonly known as Per- 
sian lamb is taken from young Kara- 
kul lambs. The common practice is 
fo kill the lambs when but a few 
days old, as the character of the 
curls deteriorate with greater age. 
The skins of prematurely born lambs 
have value as furs, but ewes are not} 
sacrMiced to secure them. 

The Persian lamb fur used in this 
country is produced in’ Central Asia, | 
chiefly in the Khanate or principality 
of Bokhara, situated between 
estan on the north and 
on the south, though a few Karakul 
sheep are kept in the territory ad-| 
joining Bokhara. The term “Persian” 
seems to have become attached to} 
this class of fur because of the fact 
that at one time it was sent to! 
Europe through points in’ Persia.| 
The Karakul sheep takes its name 
from Kara Kul (black lake) a village 
in the eastern part of Bokhara, | 

It appears that the foundation of | 
the present furbearing sheep Was | 
the early native Arabi. The blood 
of the Arabi has been disseminated, | 
and in common with that of the black | 
Dandahar, produces the sheep kept Ind 
the vicinity of the village froin which 
Karakul derives its naine, 

The name Karakul is sométimes | 
written Caracul. It pronounced 
Kara-kool, with the major accent on 
the last syllable.

Marriage and Birth Rates Are High in 
Old Country 

The marriage rate for England and 
Wales during the year 1920 was 20. 
per thousand of the population at all 
ages, the highest ever recorded, ac- 
cording to the eighty-third annual re- 
port of the Registrar-General.

Spare the Calves 


Mistake is Made in Sending Too Many 
Calves to Market 

Statistics prove that a large divid- 
end would be saved to the country by 
returning to the farms drafts of care- 
fully selected calves from the num- 
bers that continue to find their way 
to the big central markets. 

Time and again the Dominion Live- 
stock Branch has urged farmers to re- 
tain suitable heifer calves for breed- 
ing purposes. It not only says 
the heifers and keep the cows, but} 
also spare the calves. In spite of 
this advice there has been this year a 
tendency to rush calves to market. 
That means, of course, a depletion of 
full-grown cattle in the future. A 
hundred-pound calf Is thousand- 
pound steer in embryo.

With- 
out regard to climatic conditions,

Not only does the modern 
storage warehouse perform the 
functions of a storehouse, but also 
acts as stabilizer to the state of sup- 
ply, storing and distributing goods as 
the state of the market warrants. 

In 1907 the Canadian Government, 
recognizing the importance of cold 
storage facilities and desivous of hav- 
ing a well-formulated policy for the 
future guidance of the industry, pass- 
ed a bill entitled “The Cold Storage 
Act.” This Act, among other things, 
for subsidies to individuals 
or companies towards the construction 
of cold storage war open to 
the public, and Is administered by the 
Federal Department of Agricuiture. 
Up to and including 1920, the Domin- 
fon Government had subsidized 24 
cold storage plants, with a refrigerat- 
ed space of 4,928,304 cubie feet, to the 
extent of $684,858. 

A census of subsidized and noa 
sidized cold storage plants in Car \ 
in 1920 by the Federal Bureau of Stai 
istics, disclosed the fact that thers 
were 322 plants in operation wit! 
refrigerated space of 83,217,774 cult: 
feet. Ontario led all other provinces, 
accounting for 99 plants with ¢ 
of 11,100,757 cubic feet. Quebee was 
second with warehouses and a 
space of 6,298,104; followed by rit 
Columbia with 38, 4,129,208; Manitel 
42, 4,006,147; Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, 22, 1, 

cotis, 18, 1,097,976; New Brunswi 
22, 969,541; Prince Edward Istand, 4, 
234,000; and the Yukon, 1, 

The meat industry is proba 
best example of the usefulne 
storage in Canada. 
inces, which are big producers of 
meat, are located at a considerabio 
distance from their main markets 
which in the early ranching days wes 
an almost insurmountable obstacle | 
the growth of the industry, forcir 
the ranchers to ship their cattle long 
distances, resulting in a loss of weligiit 
of cattle during shipment. With the 
establishment of cold storage plants 
at convenient points throughout the 
prairies, this loss was reduced to a 
minimum, and the packer was able to 
put up large quantities of meat pro- 
fear of deterioration 
through lack of immediate sale. In 
order that these products might reach 
distant markets in a fresh condition, 
a speql railway car was devised with 
cold storage accommodation, large 
humbers of which are in daily use. 

In the fruit districts of British Col- 
umbia and the Maritime Provinces, 
cold storage facilities have been es- 
tablished on a large scale without 
which the annual loss to the growers 
would amount to millions of dollars, 
It is seldom that the market can ab- 
the total fruit crop at time ot 
marketing, and {t is therefore neces- 
sary to store the surplus or manufae- 
ture it into jam in order to avoid loss. 
In this way, little if any fruit is lost 
through spoilage, and the surplus is 
stored until a more opportune 
presents itself disposing 
crop.

Another manner in which cold stov- 
age is utilized and which is probably 
the most familiar to the average citi 
zen, is the storage of poultry and 
dairy products, During the summer 
months it is essential that these com- 
modities be kept in a cool place, and 
doled out as market conditions de- 
mand, In that way a well-balanced 
state of supply between the producer 
and consumer is established. : 

There are now in the course of con- 
struction throughout Canada, or have 
been completed since the last census 
was taken, several modern and coim- 
modious plants, notably that of the 
Montreal Harbor Commisison's ware- 
house, which is one of the largest on 
the North American continent. This 
plant is designed to provide 2,000,000 
cubie feet of dry storage, 1,500,000 
feet of cold storage and another mi! 
lion feet of cool storage. The build- 
ing is estimated to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,250,000. 

Investigations are being made at 
the present time by various organiza: 
tions interested in the feasibility 
slaughtering Canadian cattle in’ this 
country and shipping the product 
across the Atlantic to England in cold 
storage as market demands warrant. 
Should this scheme bear fruit, it 
would mean a tremendous inipetus to 
cold storage industry and do 
much towards the rehabilitation of tho 
Canadian Cattle Industry.

Shelter For Machinery 


Your Farm Machinery Is Certainly 
Worth Protecting 

An inexpensive shelter can be erect- 
ed by using a few uprights with a roof- 
ing of lap lumber, rubberoid or even 
straw. In many places there are 
plenty of trees to supply uprights.

On the other hand, only a limited 
number of our cattle are winter fed 
to be sold as finished animals in the 
period from January to June, and 
there is usually a good demand for 
such cattle during that period. The 
best winter fed cattle come on the 
market in May and June, and that is 
when prices are usually best. But 
even in January the improvement in 
prices is usually to be noted. * Winter 
feeding, therefore, even for only a 
short period may not only put® cattle 
in a higher grade by improvihg their 
condition and finish, but fvill probably 
bring cattle to market at a much bet- 
ter time for selling.
